Another  paper,  displaying  the  sev- 
ered head*  of  the  eight  defeated  Lau- 
rier  ministers,  insist*  that  the  time 
had  come  for  a  change  in  government, 
lest  the  controlling  party  became  en- 
trenched in  graft. 

Fear  of  annexation  and  disagree- 
ment with  the  government's  naval 
and  transportation  policies  and  anxi- 
ety lost  the  principle  of  Independent 
national  development  be  abandoned, 
wore  other  causes  assigned  for  the 
surprising  changes  which  gives  the 
Borden  Conservatives  a  majority  of  at 
least  48  In  the  new  house  of  commons.

"But  if.  on  the  other  hand,  we  who 
love  Ireland  might  now  »ee  some  for- 
ward men  of  all  shades  of  opinion,  poli- 
tical or  religious,  representing  not 
prejudice,  but  the  vital  Interests  of  Ire- 
land—  Intellectual,  industrial  and  agri- 
cultural—who  would  call  together  a  re- 
cess committee  like  that  which  had  such 
remarkable  success  a  few  years  ago, 
Hnd  who  would  flejiherHfe  dispassion- 
ately on  what  form  the  Irish  constitu- 
tion should  take,  then  Indeed  we  might 
look  forward  to  the  beginning  of  a 
new  spirit  in  Ireland,  a  spirit  which 
would  sweep  away  all  past  antagonism 
and  build  on  a  sure  foundation  of  tol- 
erance and  publyic  sentiment  a  great 
and  lasting  structure.  How  long  Ireland 
will  continue  to  endure  cleavages  which 
represent,  not  the  needs  of  the  people, 
but  passion  and  animosity.  Who,  after 
studying  the  developments  of  white 
races,  can  doubt  the  heart  of  the  people, 
and  who  is  there  who  has  taken  pains 
to  study  the  Irish  race  In  particular 
that  can  doubt  their  Inherent  generosity, 
their  quick  perception  of  what  Is  great, 
and  their  readlnVsn  to  follow  an  in- 
spired leader?  Again  and  again  In  the 
past,  not  only  in  the  last  century,  but 
before  that  they  have  often  followed 
Protestant  gentlemen,  of  whom  they  ask 
no  religious  test,  satisfied  by  their  up- 
right character  and  fervent  in  demo- 
cracy. Where  as  the  descendants  of 
these  men,  who  In  the  past  were  lead- 
ers of  the  people?  To  those  Protestants 
who  have  declared  publicly  that  they 
have  no  fear  of  Home  Itule  I  make 
this  earnest  appeal  calling  on  them,  to- 
gether with  other  leading  Irishmen  of 
whatever  denomination  who  hitherto 
have  refrained  from  members  who  now 
represent  Ireland  at  Westminster  In  de- 
ciding as  to  what  form  of  constitution 
would  be  most  suitable  to  the  needs  of 
Ireland.  Having  had  no  express  mandate 
from  the  people  for  this  purpose,  the 
Nationalist, party  would  surely  welcome 
advice  given  by  ,a  body  of  serious,  en- 
lightened and  tolerant.'  men,  represent- 
ing Ireland's  Intellectual  (and  economic 
interests." 

Mr.  A.  M.  Sullivan  of  Dublin  writing 
to  the  Times  says:  "There  are  so  many 
adherents  to  the  policy  —inly  suggest- 
ed b  Mr.  William  O'Brien  that  it  seems 
strange  that  none  of  them  from  their 
leader  downwards  have  ever  ventured 
to  reduce  their  ideas  Into  clear  terms. 
If  the  Irish  question  Is  to  be  settled 
by  a  round  table  conference  who  are 
to  be  the  members  of  the  conference? 
Are  they  to  be  unanimous,  Is  a  bare 
majority  conclusively  to  bind  all,  and 
above  all  la  the  Imperial  parliament  to 
be  euepended  or  abolished,  or  rendered 
subservient  to  the  decree  of  this  #elf- 
constituted  directorate?  To  settle  theee 
details  would  take  a  long  time,  and  to 
tell  the  truth  we  Irishmen  are  a  lit- 
tle tired  of  invitations  to  abandon  our 
settled  line  of  action  In  order  to  enter 
upon  discussions  whloh  may  be  futile 
as  to  the  details  of  some  other; plan  of 
strategy  hot  yet  matured  in  the  brain 


TORONTO,  Sept.  22.— The  Mall  and 
Empire  (Conservative)  says  today:

Not  only  Is  the 
evil  spirit  of  contlnentallsm  exorcised, 
but  the  government  Is  cast  out.  This 
Is  the  end  of  the  most  Infamous  falsc- 
deallng  that  the  ministry  of  a  British 
dominion  was  ever  guilty  of.  To  false 
dealing  was  added  despotism  such  as 
the  most  autocratic  government  In  the 
world  would  hardly  have  attempted" 
The  Globe  (Liberal)  says: 
"The  government  of  8lr  Wilfrid 
Lauricr  goes  out  of  power  on  a  great 
Issue.  Believing,  as  It  did,  that  the 
offer  of  the  United  States  to  exchange 
natural  products  with  Canada  on  a 
duty-free  basis  would  prove  advant- 
ageous to  both  countries,  the  govern- 
ment risked  its  life  on  the  issue  of  re- 
ciprocity and   lost. 

"The  people  of  Ontario  don't  like 
their  neighbors  to  the  south.  That  is 
emphatically  the  decision  of  yester- 
day's election.  Liberals  In  tens  of 
thousands  must  have  Joined  the  Con- 
servatives In  the  cities  and  counties  to 
show  their  objections  to  having  any 
'truck  and  trade  with  the  Yankees.' 

"Other  provinces  gave  a  majority  for 
Laurier  and  larger  markets,  but  by  an 
overwhelming  vote.  Ontario  nas  de- 
clared that  she  will  have  nothing  to  do 
with  reciprocity.  The  campaign  sup- 
poftera  of  the  Conservative  party 
huilded  be.tter  than  they  knew  when 
they  appealed  to  the  people  of  this  pro- 
vince to  save  Canada  from  the  Ameri- 
cans. They  created  a  wave  of  feeling 
that  was  not  observable  on  the  surface, 
but  that  wave  swept  the  voters  from 
their  political  moorings  In  numbers. 

"That  the  wave  of  anti-American 
sentiment  will  speedily  subside  Is  en- 
tirely probable.  It  mounted  too  high  to 
last.  But  the  drift  will  remain,  and 
until  Ontario  becomes  less  powerful 
relatively  In  the  councils  of  the  nation 
than  she  will  be  in  the  passing  period 
of  the  Borden  administration,  there 
will  be  no  hope  of  better  trade  rela- 
tions with  the  United  States.  The 
turfff  wall  will  remain.  The  more  ar- 
dent high  protectionists  may  even 
seek  to  raise  it  still  higher.

STRIKE  FAILURE 

Government's    Vigorous      Aotlon

MADRID,  Sept.  12.— The  general 
strike  which  began  yesterday  appears 
to  be  a  greater  failure  thaarTneauthor- 
Itles  claimed  It  would.  Only  a  few 
workmen  nave  gone  out  -in  Madrid,  and 
not  only  have  no  new  strikes  broken 
out  in  the  provinces,  but  many  of  those 
which  were  Jn  operation  have  been 
stopped  by  the  workmen's  leaden. 
The  prompt  and  vigorous,  yet  moder- 
ate, manner  in  Which  Premier  Canale- 
Jas  haa  handled  the  difficult  situation 
has  greatly  Impressed  the  people.  The 
/premier  is  considered  to  have  dealt  a 
severe  blow  to  the  revolutionary  and 
anarchistic  element  With  a  minimum  of 
bloodshed,  thereby  strengthening  the 
position  of  the  government  at  home, 
and  the  prestige  of  the  country  abroad. 

Conditions  lb  the  capital  were  practi- 
cally normal.  The  chauffeurs  an- 
nounced that  they  had  joined  the  strike, 
and  Premier  Canalejas  promptly  ar- 
rested the  president  of  the  union  and 
dissolved   the  organisation. 

Premier  Canalejas  on  leaving  the  pal* 
ace  last  night  said:  "The  strike  is  over 
everywhere." 

The  only  strikers  left  in  Madrid  are 
the  oab  drivers.  They  have  been  given 
ihrea  hourer  to  resume  work  or  ba.ve 
their  licenses  cancelled.

The  Colonist  most  heartily  con- 
gratulates Mr.  R.  L.  Borden  upon  his 
election  and  upon  the  prospect  that  he 
vaill  »oon  be  called  upon  to  assume  the 
'honorable,  if  onerous,  duties  of  First 
Minister  of  the  Crown  In  Canada.  A 
well  known  Liberal  editor,  speaking  of 
the  incoming  Premier,  said;  "Whatever 
may  be  said  of  him  as  Leader  of  an 
Opposition,  there  can  be  no  question  as 
to  his  eminent  fitness  for  t*1**  po*4ti<*n 
of  Premier.  He  is  a  man  "f  integrity. 
broad  sympathies  nnd  undoubted  patriot- 
ism It  is  a  great  thing  f"r  Canada  to 
be  able  to  look  forward  to  the  aCCeS- 
slon  to  power  of  a  man  of  lus  stamp, 
when  the  time  conns  for  a  Change  '/f 
government"  This,  we  are  sure,  is  the 
fecllrg  of  all  Canadians  irrespective  of 
party.  Mr.  Borden  Will  bring  to 
bear  upon  the  discharge  of  his  forth- 
coming responsibility  not  only  a  ripe  ex- 
perience In  public  aflalrs  hut  those  finer 
Instincts  which  have  gained  for  him  the 
respect  and  esteem  of  his  political  op- 
ponents In  no  less  dug:ee  than  of  his 
political    friends. 

Mr.  Borden  is  a  fine  type  of  public 
man.  He  Is  in  public  life  only  from 
a  ser.se  of  duty,  for  it  is  at  great  per- 
sonal sacrifice.  A  lawyer  of  the  high- 
est standing  in  his  profession,  he  might 
easily  enjoy  a  large  and  remunerative 
practice  and  look  forwnrd  with  certainty 
to  any  position  on  the  Bench  when  he 
desired  it.  but  he  has  listened  to  the 
call  of  his  country,  and  his  country 
has  rewarded  him  with  the  highest 
honor  in  her  gift.  He  Is  in  the  very 
prime  of  his  physical  and  intellectual 
manhood,  for  he  is  only  fifty -seven 
years  of  age.  In  the  ordinary  course  of 
events  he  has  many  years  of  usefulness 
before  him. 

He  can  hardly  accept  the  task,  which 
is  his.  with  a  light  heart,  for  the  prob- 
lem of  guiding  the  destinies  of  Canada 
at  this  period  In  her  history  is  no  easy 
one.  Fortunately  he  can  count  upon  a 
unanimity  of  support  from  the  people 
such  as  has  rarely  been  the  fortune  of 
an  Incoming  premier.  The  manner  in 
which  the  citizens  of  Canada  respond- 
ed to  his  appeal  to  their  patriotism 
cannot  fail  to  be  full  of  encouragement 
to  him  In  the  necessarily  difficult  la- 
bor which  he  will  be  called  upon  to 
perform. . 


It  Is  not  too  soon  to  say  that  the  over- 
turn   of  Thursday  was  something  mors 
than  a  party  victory,   something  mora 
than  the  assertion  of  tba  people  of  Can- 
ada that  they  Intend  to  remain  faithful 
to  the  Empire  and  that  they  resent  the 
suggestion    that    they    will    contemplate 
union  of  any  kind     with     the     United 
states.

The  student 
of  history  'will  not  need  to  bo  reminded 
that  nations  arc  built  up  by  processes 
which  are  not  always  apparent  on  the 
surface  of  things.     There   has   been  de- 
veloping  in    Canada     during     the     last 
forty   years  a     national     spirit     which 
aimed  at  making  Canada  a  nation  within 
an  Empire.'  and  we  need  not  hesitate  to 
give   to   the  Liberal   party   every   credit 
that  Is  their  due  for  assisting  in  matur- 
ing   it.     Canadians    have   grown    to   feel 
that    they   are    really   a    nation   and,    ex- 
plain   the    result    of   Thursday's    contest 
as  you  may.' you  cannot  escape  from  the 
fact    that   it    was   due    fundamentally    to 
this   sentiment.        If   It   had   not   existed, 
there    would    have    been    nothing    to   ap- 
peal   to,    and    the    great    victory    gained 
would    have    been    Impossible.      It    is    the 
duty      of      the     Conservative      party      to 
strengthen      this      sentiment      in      every 
way,    and    it    will    have    to    be    done    by 
acts  an;!  not  by  words.  For  fifteen  years 
the  duty  of  Conservative  public  men  and 
Conservative    newspapers    has    been    one 
of    criticism.        Their    task    has    now    be- 
come  one  of   construction.      It    Is   a    task 
of   no  ordinary   difficulty.      The  best   that 
is  possible  must  be  done,  and  we  venture 
to  indulge  the  hope  that  in  the  weighty 


responsibility  which  has  been  cast  upon 
them,  the  Conservative  leaders  will  re- 
ceive the  support  of  all  Canadians, 
whatever  their  past  political  affiliations 
may  have  been,  who  desire  to  see  a 
united  Canada,  a  Canada  that  will  oc- 
cupy her  proper  place  in  the  galxy  of 
nations  which  form  the  British  Empire, 
a  Canada  that  will  be  true  to  her  great 
mission  as  the  possessor  of  an  abund- 
ance of  all  that  goes  to  make  up  a  pros- 
perous and  happy  country.

Thursday's   election    marked   an    epoch 
In   the   history   of  Canada.     Perhaps  not 
many  of  us  can  fully  appreciate  the  sig- 
nificance of  t?ie  verdict  of  the  people;  in- 
deed,   it    is    doubtful    if   any    of    us   can. 
Tet  It  Is  right  that  we  should  try  to  un- 
derstand It.       The     first     thought     that 
arises  in  one's  mind  is  that  the  old  his- 
toric  Liberal   party   la  a   thing     of     the 
past.     Sir    Wilfrid    Laurler    Is    the    last 
Of  Us   leaders,    and      he     has      told      us 
that  he  will  retire  from  participation  In 
public  life.     He  will  leave  no  successor. 
Indeed  there  were   few   members  of  his 
cabinet  who  could  truthfully  be  said  to 
be  representative  of  historic  Liberalism. 
Mr.  Fielding  was,  and  so  was  Mr.  Paot- 
erson.     They,   with  8lr     Wilfrid,     stood 
for  Liberalism  when     it     represented  a 
principle— a  living,  active     principle     In 
Canadian  public  life,     a     principle  that 
grew  robust  under  the  blows  of   politi- 
cal adversity.     They  were   the  success- 
ors of  the  men     who     maintained     for 
years  the  unequal  struggle  for  responsi- 
ble government.     It   would  not  be  Just 
to  them  to  say  that  they  "lagged  super- 
fluous on  the  stage;"  but  It  Is  true  that 
they  represented  a  condition  of  things 
that  baa  passed   away-     Liberalism,  as 
It  was  understood     when     they  entered 
public  life  had  long  since  ceased  to  be, 
and  tbe  name  had  become  "a  voice  and 
nothing  more."  (Vox  et  prae teres  nihil.) 
With  .their  passing  all  that  was  vital  In 
Liberalism  baa  ceased  to  exist.      They 
were  able,  by  their  ability  and  unblem- 
ished reputations,  to  preserve  the  aha- 
.  flow  «f  It,  but  oven  that  has  disappeared. 
Thar*  Is  no  longer  a  representative  lead- 
er around  whom  tbe  supporters  of  what 
was    boat    in    the    liberal    creed    can 


rally,  and  there  is  no  occasion  for  such 
a  rally  If  a  leader  were  in  sight.  His- 
toric Liberalism  baa  dona  its  work  and 
baa  passed  off  the  scene.  We  nave  Jwet 
witnessed  the  close  of  an  epoch  in  Can- 
adian history. 

And  what  at  the  era  that  Is  opening T 
la  tba  natural  rejoicing  over  a  wonder- 
ed victory  a  successful  party  may  ant 
•4  sflee  realise  tbe  tremendous  rasponal-. 
b&iu*a  that  bav*  been  oast  upon  It;  bnf 


Myr.  Barnard,  whom  the  people  of  Vic- 
toria have  chosen  as  their  representa- 
tive In  the  House  of  Commons,  occupies 
a  position  that  Is  unique  In  respect  to 
the  opportunity  afforded  him  to  pro- 
mote those  things  that  are  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  city.  A  brief  historical  re- 
view may  serve  to  make  our  meaning 
clear. 

In    the    days   of   the   last   Conservative 
regime  at  Ottawa.   British  Columbia  had 
not    found    herself,    and    her    Importance 
to   Canada   was  very    imperfectly    under- 
stood.     The    construction   of    the    Cana- 
dian   Pacific    Railway    was    looked    upon 
by    the    majority    of    Eastern    Canadians 
as    a    costly    and    almost    needless    task. 
as  not   much   more   than   the  sacrifice  of 
millions  of  money  for  an  idea  of  doubt- 
ful value.     There  were  men  of  prophetic 
vision,   who  saw   what  a  transcontinent- 
al railway  really  meant  for  Canada,  and 
who   had   dreams  of   the   part  which   the 
Pacific  Coast  might  one  day  play  In  the 
destinies  of   the   Dominion  and    the   Em- 
pire.    But   the   time   had  not  come  when 
it    was    necessary    or    expedient    to   take 
any    very    substantial    steps    In    addition 
to  building  the  railway,   to  promote  the 
progress    of    the    coast.      Such    facilities 
for     business    as     existed     were    ample. 
When    the    Liberal    ministry    came      in, 
it  was  largely  influenced  by  the  prevail- 
ing  conceptions   of    this      then      distant 
province.     Moreover  there  was  so  mark- 
ed  a   hostility    between    those   in    power 
in   this   province  and   the  Ottawa  auth- 
orities, that  for  a  year  or  two  tt     was 
Impossible  that  there  could  be  any  very 
active   co-operation    between     them     in 
matters  relating  to  the  general  develop- 
ment of  this  province.     Then  came  the 
unsettled  period  that  precedded  the  en- 
trance of  the  McBrlde  ministry  Into  of- 
fice.    It  was  hardly  to  be  expected  that 
anything  of  very  great  advantage  could 
be    accomplished    then,    for    as    ws    all 
know  many  people  lost  all  faith  In  tha 
immediate  future  of  this  province.  There 
was  no  impelling  reason  for  any     very 
considerable  undertakings  at  that  time. 
The  province  needed  the  vivifying  touch 
Of     business-like,   administration.     This 
It  received  and  we  all  know  tbe  result 
We  do   not    propose   to   comment  upon 
the   attitude    which    thoae    persons     in 
the   province   who   were   In     sympathy 
with  tbe  Laurler  ministry  saw  fit    to 
take  toward  matters  relating  to  the  de- 
velopment of  British  Columbia,    That  is 
all  past  and  gone.    Tbe  book  la  cloned 
and  there,  ia  no  occasion  now  to  reopen 
It.     We    have    the    Important  fact   that 
t ho  affairs  of  the  province  are  In  tbe 
bands  of  men,  who  are  In  political  sym- 
pathy  with  thoab  who  will  shortly  be 
entrusted  with  the  management  of  tbe 
affairs  cf  the  Dominion,  and  that  Vic- 
toria's  representative  la  a   member   Of 
the  domlnsnt  party. 

But  U  Is  not  this  alone  that  lends 
strength  to  the  position  of  Mr.  Barnard 
and  makes  his  opportunity  unique.  We 
have  the  additional  facta  that  during 
the  past  few  years  British  Columbia 
nag  forged  to  the  tfroat  In  pubtle  as- 
team  as  no  other  .part  of  Canada  bee, 
and  that  it  will  be  a  pari  of  Mr.  Bor. 


dea'a  duty,  when  he  accepts  office,  to 
determine  upon  a  line  of  policy  relating; 
to  tbe  Pacific  Coast  Wa  do  not  believe 
We  will  be  disappointed  if  wa  antici- 
pate that  his  policy  In  this  regard  will 
be  one  of  appreciation,  that  he  will  show 
a  recognition  of  the  Western  shore  of 
Canada  as  well  as  of  the  Eastern.  We 
believe  be  will  appreciate  that  It  la  hla 
high  privilege  to  see  that  this  frontier 
of  the  Dominion  Is  fitted  to  play  lta 
proper  ro|e  In  tbe  progress  of  Canada- 
The  approaching  completion  of  the  Pan* 
a  ma  Canal  makes  this  a  national  ne- 
cessity. Mr.  Barnard  will,  therefore,  be 
able  to  approach  the  consideration  of 
Questions  affecting  Victoria  with  -the 
incoming  Premier  under  more  favorable 
conditions  than  those  that  have  been 
enjoyed  by  any  of  his  predecessors,  and 
he  will  have  the  invaluable  assistance 
In  any  requests  for  Important  public 
works,  which  he  may  advance,  that  must 
legitimately  follow  from  the  fact  that 
Mr.  MoBrlde  has  inaugurated  an  era  of 
development  on  Vancouver  Island.  That 
he  will  seize  the  opportunity  thus  af- 
forded him  and  press  with  vigor  the 
claims  of  this  city,  we  are  sure  will  be 
as  much  his  pride  and  pleasure  as  It  is 
his  duty.  That  his  efforts  will  be 
crowned  with  success  we  sec  every  reas- 
on  to   hope. 

In  his  address  to  the  electors  printed 
In  the  Colonist  Mr.  Barnard  pledged 
himself  to  certain  lines  of  action.  Ills 
constituents  can  believe  with  certainly 
that  his  promises  were  made  with  every 
Intention  of  lullfilment  as  far  as  lies 
in  his  power,  and  mat  he  will  not  shirk 
any  of  the  responsibilities  in  that  be- 
ll* li  i  bai  lw  lta*  aaauimxi,  U^  l>»w(ieiik 
for  him  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the 
whole  community  The  election  Is  over. 
Let  us  forget  politics  for  a  little  while 
and  unite  In  an  effort  to  secure  the  ac- 
complishment of  the  Important  projects 
w-hich  Mr.  Barnard  has  promised  us  he 
will  do  his  best  to  further.  Let  us  see 
to  It  that,  when  he  goes  before  the  min- 
istry soon  to  be  formed  with  requests 
for  the  great  undertakings  which  we  in 
Victoria  believe  are  our  due,  and  the,.

An  exceedingly  interesting  report 
comes  from  Dawson  of  the  discovery 
of  very  rich  gold-bearing  quarts  In  the 
vicinity  of  that  city.  Not  much  has 
been  heard  of  recent  years  of  the  pros- 
pects of  quarts  mining  In  the  Yukon, 
but  those  who  recall  the  anticipations 
of  the  days  of  the  great  trek  to  the 
North,  wlli  not  need  to  be  reminded 
that  all  experienced  miners  confidently 
predicted  that  rich  quarts  discoveries 
would  be  made.  It  Is  stated  that  the 
rock  found  Is  so  good  that  gold  can  be 
panned  from  It  very  readily.  Pans  car- 
rying ft  worth  of  the  yellow  metal  ars 
of  common  occurrence.  While  quarts 
discoveries  will  not  lead  to  a  stampede 
of  large  proportions,  the  new  discoveries 
If  they  prove  to  be  what  is  claimed  of 
them,  will  revive  Interest  in  the  Yukon 
country,  and  there  will  be  an  Inrush  of 
prospectors  next  spring.

We  venture  to 
believe  that  in  future  there  will  be  no 
attempt  to  single  out  the  worklngmen 
of  Victoria  es  tbe  object  of  special  ap- 
peals, but  that'  politicians  will  treat 
them  as  they  ^.o  other  oltltens,  that 
Is  as  men  aa  well  fitted  a*  any  others 
to  decide  great  questions  from  the 
standpoint  of  common  sense  and  robust 
patriotism.

PEORIA,  111.,  Sept.  22.— President 
Taft  had  a  heart-to-heart  talk  here 
today  with  the  leaders  of  the  different 
Republican  factions  in  Illinois,  denned 
his  status  as  to  progresslveness.  plead- 
ed guilty  to  being  a  very  poor  poli- 
tician, acknowledged  again  that  his 
ambition  had  lain  In  the  direction  of 
chief  Justice,  rather  than  the  presi- 
dency, admitted  that  he  I  had  '  made 
many  mistakes,  but  asserted  that  as 
president  he  had  tried  to  do  what  he 
thought    to    be   right 

What  the  future  held  for  him  he 
did  not  know;  he  would  go  ahead  do- 
ing the  best  he  could. 

Mr.  Taft  declared  he  was  not  allied 
with  the  extremists  of  his  party,  either 
conservatives  or  progressives,  but  had 
tried  to  take  a  middle  ground  between 
the  two. 

The  president  still  was  downcast 
by  the  Hefeat  -  of  reciprocity  in  Can- 
ada, but  his  only  reference  to  that 
subject  had  come  earlier  In  the  day, 
when  he  -  addressed  the  workmen  In 
a  factory  where  farming  implements 
were   made.  ' 

"I  am  sorry  to  hear  that  In  Can- 
ada they  do  not  care  to  have  closer 
commercial  relatione  with  us,"  he  said. 
"If  reciprocity  had  been  adopted,  we 
could  have  gotten  our  agricultural  im- 
plements into  Canada  at  a  substantial 
decrease.  But  I  guess  we  can  get 
along." 

The  president's  political  speech  fol- 
lowed a  luncheon  given  In  his  honor 
by  the  Republican  atate  central  com- 
mittee. 

Governor  Deneen  was  unable  to  be 
present  because  of  a  broken  leg.  The 
Lorrmer  Republican  faction  waa  not 
represented. 
The  president  In  his  address  said: 
"My  friends,  I  nave  tried  to  follow 
what  1  thought*  to  be  right  In  the  ad- 
ministration of  my  ottos.  There  has 
been  a  division  In  the  party  and  1  have 
bsm  charged  with  not  being  progressive 
and  therefore  condemned. 

"What  the  reason  Is'  t  know  not.  I 
only  know  this,  that  I  am  going  to  do 
the  best  I  can.  and  I  am  going  through 
this  country  oft  this  trip  and  try  to 
explain  some  of  the  issues  which  have 
arisen  so*  as  to  make  them  plain  to  the 
people  I  can  reach  with  my  voice  or 
through  the  kindness,  of  the  press,  if 
they  report  what  I  say,  because  I  be- 
lieve the  time  has,  come  for  sober  sec- 
ond thought.  I  have  confidence  that  the 
American  people  can  always  be  trusted,

LONDON,  Sept  U.— On  November  JO. 
1*87,  Mr.  Gladstone,  as  president  of  the 
Eighty '.Club,  Issued  an  Important  let- 
ter concerning  the  home  rule  propagan- 
da.which  the  club  was  then  preparing, 
in  this  letter  Mr.  Gladstone  said:  "To 
inform  the  country  as  to  the  history 
pod  circumstances  of  Ireland  is  ths 
most  effectual  means  of  promoting  the 
home  rule  policy;  while  the  best  means 
of  frustrating  that  policy  is  to  keep  it 
In  the  dark." 

With  these  objects  In  view  the  club 
at  that  time  sent  out  many  special 
speakers  to  Liberal  meetings,  and  a 
committee  of  the  club  assisted  In  draw- 
ing up  a  narrative  of  the  principal 
events  governing  the  situation.  This 
committee  scrupulously  confined  itself 
to  ascertained  facts  and  carefully 
weighed  all  the  evidence  It  placed  be- 
fore the  public.  Some  Important  legal 
contributions  concerning  the  relations 
between  landlords  and  tenants  and  on 
the  working  of  the  Crimes  BUI  were 
published  by  the  club  Ht  that  time  on 
the  Initiative  of  Mr.  R.  T.  Held,  Q.C., 
Ml*.,  now  Lord  Chancellor,  nnd  with  the 
heir,  of  Mr  It.  K.  Haldane.  M.P..  now 
Lord    Haldane. 

Afier  many  years  the  club  will  now 
rtmimf -thf  werli  o>illlw»«l  by  Us  foria- 
er  president.  A  committee  has  been 
formed  to  undertake  a,  cumpaljcn.  It  Is. 
however,  found  that  th»  new  generation 
of  Liberals  who  have  grown  up  during 
the  strenuous  times  or  the  Boer  War, 
Chinese  Labor,  the  education  controv- 
ersy, and  the  Tariff  Reform  movement, 
have  not  made  a  full  study  of  the  Irish 
question  which  roused  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  previous  generation.  Further- 
more, it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  con- 
ditions of  Ireland  have  greatly  changed 
and  It  Is  said  that  much  of  the  old  re- 
ligious  bitterness   Is   allayed. 

To  enable  those  who  remember  the 
old  conditions  to  see  the  new,  and 
those  who  are  younger  to  study  the 
Irish  question  on  the  spot,  the  forth- 
coming tour  to  Ireland  is  organised.  It 
Is  hardly  correct  to  say  that  the  party 
will  hold  an  inquiry  as  to  Irish  opin- 
ion on  Home  Rule,  for  on  this  question 
Ireland  expresses  herself  very  clearly 
and  convincingly  every  time  a  general 
election  comes  round.  But  the  advan- 
tage of  meeting  all  sorts  and  conditions 
of  Irishmen,  Whether  they  be  Protest- 
ants or  Catholics.  Green  or  Orsnge,  rich 
or  poor,  must  be  obvious  to  all  who 
wish  to  lecture  or  speak  on  Home  Rule 
during   the  coming  light. 

As  st  present  arranged,  the  party 
will  leave  London  on  Friday  morning, 
September  ISth,  and  reach  Dublin  the 
same   evening.

From  Belfast  the  deputation  will  tra- 
vel by  special  train  to  Galway,  from 
which  town  the '  congested  districts  of 
Connemara  will  be  visited  and  studied. 
It  Is  Intended  to  transfer  some  of  the 
scenes  of  Irish  life  In  these  districts 
on  to  cinematograph  Alms  for  use  at 
winter  meetings  In  England. 

From  Galway  the  party  will  travel  to 
Athlone  and  down  the  Shannon  past  the 
Glanrlcarde  estate  to  Ktllaloe,  and 
thenoe  via  Limerick  to  the  congested 
districts  of  Kerry.  The  city  of  Cork 
will  be  visited  and  the  local  press  has 
already  assured  the  visitors  a  hearty 
welcome.  The  route  ends  at  Waterford, 
represented  by  Mr.  John  Redmond,  and 
the  return  Journey  will  be  via  Roes- 
isre.

There  is  a  letter  in  the  Glasgow  Week- 
ly Herald,  wrlttsn  by  a  young  woman 
who  is  dissatisfied  with  Vancouver  and 
ijfrteed  with  the  whole  mainland  Of 
British  Columbia  She  came  to  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  hoping  to  get  a  good  posi- 
tion as  saleswoman.  She  found  that  at 
first  she  did  not  get  aa  large  a  salary 
as  she  hoped  aad  she  could  not  afford 
to  wait  till  she  had  won  her  way.  Then 
she  tried  to  find  a  plaoe  as  housekeeper 
but  was  not  successful.  She  went  to 
Bavona,  Seattle  and  Bevelstoke.  In  ths 
British  Columbia  towns  she  found  work 
but  would  aot  accept  the  position  In 
Seattle.  This  Immigrant  asys  nothing 
of  the  beautiful  scenery  or  the  kind- 
ness she  met  with.  But  she  says  much 
of  disagreeable  incidents  and  of  dis- 
comforts, finally  advising  her  country- 
women with  good  situations  to  stay  st 
boms.  This  letter,  though  conveying  a 
wrong  impression  of  the  province,  hss 
snough  truth  In  it  to  make  It  worthy 
of  consideration. 

victoria  la  only  a  few  hours  sail 
from  Vancouver,  but  here  there  are  few, 
if  any,  experienced  saleswomen.

On  the  other  hsnd  the  number  of 
general  servants  who  could  obtain  em- 
ployment la  far  greater  than  the  supply. 
No  one  who  Is  not  utterly  Incapable  Is 
Idle  in  Victoria  The  woman  who  Alls 
well  the  place  of  general  servant  has 
her  choice  of  positions.  She  has  no  need 
te  put  up  with  any  but  fair  and  kind 
treatment  and  she  can  command  good 
wages. 

There  la  always  room  for  the  person 
who  Is  really  expert  in  almost  any  line 
of  woman's  work.  But  the  inexperienced 
or  ths  unskilful  had  better  remain 
among  her  frlenda    , 

It  may  be  well  to  say  %  word  about 
teachers.  As  the  country  ssttlss  the 
woman  with  a  good  certificate  and  nor- 
mal school  training  Is  almost  sure  to 
get  a  sltuaUon,  wherever  she  may  come 
from.  On  the  other  band  the  untrained 
poorly  qualified  teacher  should  not  come 
to  British  Columbia  Hsr  chance  of  get- 
ting work  as  a  governess  is  very  slight 
and  her  remuneration  will  be  small.

Organized  Playgrounds 
Mrs.  Humphrey  Ward  ha"  written  to 
the  London  'runes  describing  Che  suc- 
cess of  lU'ty  nrga.nl  it  ml  plu> grounds  In 
the  poor  dlstrn  its  of  London.  The 
opening  Of  these  playgrounds  dining  the 
holidays  is  due,  Mrs.  Ward  says,  to  the 
generosity  of  some  thirty-five  people, 
who  will  not  give  their  names.  About 
20,1100  children  owe  four  weeks  of  suoh 
delight  as  had  never  before  come  into 
their  lives  to  the  space  and  simple  ap- 
paratus provided.  It  Is  pleai-ant  to  read 
such  a  description  as  the  following 
written  by  one  of  the  .superintendents 
after  the  first  session: 

"I  let  in  400  bo\s  and  the  street  out- 
side seemed,  still  black  with  boys."  The 
crowding  at  the  gates  contiuued  to 
give  trouble  In  some  ...ises.  till,  with  the 
help  of  the  ever  friendly  policeman. 
regular  double  lines  were  formed,  and 
the  children  came  in  without  difficulty, 
and    without   any    crushing    of   the   little 


ones.  Inside  one  came  always  upon'  a 
cheerful  scene.  In  lbs  girls'  playgrounds 
during  thoae  hottest  August  days,  one 
saw  crowds  of  girls  and  babies  playing 
in  the  shads  of  the  school  buildings,  or 
forming  happy  groups  for  reading  or 
sewing,  or  filling  the  trestle-tables  un- 
der the  shelters,  where  were  picture- 
books  to  be  looked  st,  beads  to  thread. 
paints  snd  paper  to  draw  with,  or  wool 
for  knitting,  or  portable  swings  where 
the  elder  girls  could  swing  tbe  little 
ones  in '  turn.  Then,  if  you  naked  a 
schoolkeeper  to  pass  you  through  a 
locked  door,  you  were  In  the  boys'  play- 
ground, where  balls  were  whlsalng,  and 
the  space  was  divided  up  by  a  clever 
superintendent  between  the  cricket  of 
the  bigger  boys— very  sear,  often;  to 
the  real  thing— and  the  first  efforts,  not 
a  whit  less  energetic,  of  tbe  younger 
ones.   In   one  corner,   also,   there   would

a  group  playing  tennis  with  a  chalked 
line  instead  of  a  net,  while  the  shelters 
were  full,  as  in  the  girls'  grounds,  of 
all  kinds  of  quiet  occupations.  Manage- 
ment was  everything.  It  was  wonderful 
what  a  superintendent  with  a  real  turn 
for  the  thing  could  make  of  his  ground, 
what  a  hold  he  got  upon  his  boys,  and 
how  well,  In  such  cases,  the  buys  be- 
haved-. There  was  a  real  loyalty  and 
esprit  de  corps  in  these  grounds;  and 
when  in  the  last  week  "sports"  and  dis- 
plays were  organized  fcjr  the  benefit  of 
the  parents,  it  was  re-ally  astonishing 
to  see  with  what  ease  a  competent  man 
or  woman  could  handle  a  crowded  play- 
ground, how  eagerly  the  children  obeyed, 
how   courteous  and   happy   they   were." 

Mrs.  Ward  fuels  that  one  value  of 
this  experiment  -is  t lie  proof  that  the 
children,  even  of  the  London  slums, 
have  sound  natures.  .She  was  specially 
pleased  with  the  kindness  which  all  chil- 
dren, the  hoys  as  well  as  the  girls, 
showed  the  little  ones.  The  whole  sum- 
-rrrr-rsr  work  only  mst '  r!»*o  and-  trie  m- 
tls  one  who  attended  five  hours  during 
every  day  of  the  month  of  August  was 
SLmusafl  and  kept  healthy  al  the  cost 
of    lis    (id. 

It  is  time  for  us  to  consider  whether 
or  not  our  own  children  ought  not 
to  have  the  benefits  of  Instructors  on 
their  playgrounds.  It  is  at  least  cer- 
tain that  the  teachers  as  a  rule  ought 
to  take  far  more  Interest  In  the  play 
of  the  children  than  they  do.  In  this 
way  they  would  gain  »  :ar  greater  hold 
over  their  affections  and  their  sympath- 
ies than  can  be  gained  In  the  class- 
room alone.  That  the  children  are  ready 
to  take  advantage'  of  a  public  play- 
ground Is  now  being  shown  at  the 
North    Ward    park.

Bach  bedroom  contains  a  email  white 
enamelled  bed,  pretty  dressing  table, 
large  clothes  cupboard,  table,  and  small 
medicine  cheat.  The  floor  le  covered 
with  a  bright  rug,  and  a  couple  of  easy 
chairs  add  to  the  comfort  snd  conveni- 
ence of  the  room. 

The  girls  ere  allowed  the  uaa  of  a 
sewing  room,  sewing  Machine,  etc., 
without  extra  charge,  and  In  the  base- 
ment ia  a  large  laundry,  where  they 
are  allowed  to  wash  and  iron  their 
clothes,  providing  their  own  soap,  and 
paying  a  nominal  sum  for  the  use  of 
the  Iron.  On  each  floor  are  a  number 
of  hath  rooms,  which  are,  of  course, 
free  of  charge. 

A  swimming  tank  and  gymnasium  are 
at  the  disposal  0"  the  young  women  and 
classes  In  manj  Subjects  are  taught. 
Here  too  the  travelers'  aid  does  excel- 
lent work,  but  in  that  respect  Victoria 
will  not  yield  even  to  the  ambitious  city 
on   the  other  side  of  the   mountains.

It  was  won  by  combined  ef- 
fort and  every  pupil  had  a  share  in 
gaining  It  Next  to  the  George  Jay 
achool  he  was  pleased  to  see  It  where 
It  was. 

Mr.  Gladstone  presented  the  prizes 
for  sewing  won  by  Dorothy  Watson, 
Mildred  Sparks  and  Lily  Widdowson  at 
the  Agricultural  fair.  He  made  a  happy 
little  speech  which  was  much  appreciat- 
ed ,by  the  young  people. 

His  honor  then  presented  the  hand- 
some silver  shield  to  Miss  Norah  Ed- 
wards, who  represented  the  achool. 

In  his  short  address  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Paterson  regretted  that  more  of 
the  parents  were  not  present  The  teach- 
ers needed  and  deserved  the  encourage- 
ment of  their  presence.

Howl).  S,  Tennis  Star  Defeat- 
ed This  Year's  Challenger, 
Maurice  E.  McLaughlin,  of 
California 


In  view  of  the  prospect  Victorians 
have  of  seeing  William  A.  Larned,  the 
U.  S.  tennis  champion,  play  next  month, 
they  will  be  Interested  in  an  account  of 
his  last  notable  victory.  It  was  over 
Maurice  E.  McLaughlin,  of  California, 
for  the  title.     A  description  follows: 

Labor  Day.  the  day  of  the  challenge 
match,  dawned  bright  and  clear,  and  a 
more  perfect  day  on  which  to  decide  the 
most  Important  match  of  the  American 
tennis  year,  could  not  be  asked.  The 
match  was  scheduled  for  11  a.  m.,  but 
as  early  as  7:30  spectators  began  to  ar- 
rive in  order  to  make  sure  their  seats 
beside  the  court.  As  stated  previously, 
every  seat  in  the  grand  stand  hsd  been 
sold   two  weeks   previous,  and  the  other 

Uircc  aides  or  the  court  were  lsti  for 


occupancy  on  the  "first  come  first 
served"  plan.  By  10  a.  m.  fully  two 
thousand  people  had  taken  places  about 
the  court,  and  the  entrance  to  the 
ground*  through  the  Casino  was  jammed 
with  the  Increasing  throng  that  stream- 
ed steadily  in'.  It  was  nearly  10:30  be- 
fore anybody  entered  the  grand  stand, 
and  meanwhile  another  2,000  people  had 
joined  the  more  fortunat  "arly  birds." 
The  supply  of  chairs  had  long  since 
been  exhausted,  and  tables,  boxes,  lad- 
ders— anything  in  fact  that  could  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  elevation  (ex- 
cept dynamite  and  hydraulic  lifts) — 
were  forced  into  commission.  Thus  the 
crowd  immediately  surrounding  the 
court  ranged  from  ten  to  fifteen  rows 
deep,  while  fully  S00  eat  on  the  roof  of 
the  locker  building,  about  100  feet  dis- 
tant. The  big  trees  Immediately  back 
or  the  grand  stand  held  not  only  small 
boys  but  sedate  and  fashionably  dressed 
ciders  as  well  who  found  this  their  only 
hope  to  get  a  view  of  the  match. 

Amid    prolonged    applause    the    com- 
batants.  Champion   William    A.    Larned 
and  Challenger  Maurice  E.  McLoughlln. 
walked    on    the    court    promptly    at    It' 
o'clock.    Larned    wearing    a    white    duck 
hat.  to  shade  his  eyes,  but  McLoughlln 
with  his   ruddy    thatch   biasing  defiance 
at  the  warm  sun.     After  a  bit  of  warm- 
ing   up    on    drives,    serves,  and    volleys, 
McLoughlln  toed  the  lino  and  served  the 
opening    game.     Larned   got   quickly    to 
40-16  by  two  clean  passes  and  an  error 
of  McLoughlin's.     but     the     Callfornian 
aced-  him   on   service   and    by   volleying 
well  pulled  out  the  game.     Larned  took 
the   second    easily   at   love,    McLoughlln 
netting  and  outing  in     return     service. 
The  third  went  to  McLoughlln  at  40-30 
and   then,  Larned   made     it     2-2     with 
another  love  game  on  servtce-McLough- 
lln  hsd  s  hsrd  struggle  to  get  the  next 
and  a  lead  of  8-8.  but  Larned  again  fol- 
lowed with  bis  service  game,  making  it 
3-all.     It  was  the  lsat  time  In  that  set 
that  the  San  Frsnclscan  was  to  be  on 
an    even    footing,    for    Larned    sent    In 
three  wonderful  drives  after  McLough- 
lln had  taken  the  first  point,  end  broke 
his  service  for  a  lead  of  4-8.     He  drop- 
ped  only   one    point   on    the     following 
game  and  led  at  6-3,  but  the  Callfornian 
■  got   to    4-*  by     winning     bis     service. 
Lamed  too*  the  tenth  game  on  bis  ser 


good,  but  he  was  beaten  down  In  spite 
of  everything  by  the  deadly  placing  and 
■peed  of  the  champion's  drives  end  vol- 
leys. Each  man  won  -two  love  names 
In  this  Set,  Larned  taking  one  on  Me- 
Loughlln's  service  and  one  on  his  own. 
while  McLoughlln  won  both  on  servlea 
This  shows  the  severity  of  the  plejr.  for 
most  the  points  in  those  games  were 
■cored  on  aces  rather  than  errors. 

Larned  forged  still  further  to  the 
front  in  tha  third  set.  turning  loose  his 
entire  battery  of  strokes  with  terrific 
effect.  The  Callfornian  won  his  ser- 
vice to  open  with,  but  five  straight 
games  were  then  annexed  by  Larned, 
three  of  them  being  long  deuce  strug- 
gles and  the  others  very  one-sided.  Mc- 
Loughlln. fighting  desperately,  took  the 
seventh  on  his  service,  but  It  was  a  flash 
in  the  pan  and  those  who  cheered  him 
on  so  lustily  in  the  hopes  of  seeing 
him  pull  up  were  doomed  to  disappoint- 
ment, for  the  champion  rose  mightily 
and  by  lnvincable  play  won  the  eighth 
game  at  love,  annd  the  set,  match  and 
championship,  6-4.  6-4,  6-2. 

The  tennis  of  this  third  set  was  the 
best  of  the  match  by  far,  several  rallies 
ensuring  which  brought  Tub  hugs  throng 
to  its  feet  with  roars  of  cheerlng.Larned 
showed  himself  fast  in  setting  over 
ground,  coming  up  for  short  ones  which 
the  Callfornian  occasionally  chopped 
just  over  and  handling  them  In  unmerci- 
ful fashion.  At  covering  the  net  he 
was  McLoughlin's  superior,  although  he 
of  course  was  not  tested  to  such  an  ex- 
,  .„.  --  Mfl.nuahlin.  otflnK  Lex  *!>*>  u  reut 
difference  In  their  respective  ground 
strokes.  The  set  was  very  much  closer 
than  can  he  imagined  from  the  score, 
McLoughlln  making  a  strong  fight  in 
three  of  the  games  that  he  lost,  and 
coming  near  to  winning  each. 

To  quote  Larned' s  own  remark  Imme- 
diately after  the  last  point  had  been 
won:  "It  was  the  best  tennis  I've  ever 
played."  Many  of  his  shots  were  mira- 
culous. Several  times  McLoughlln 
slugged  the  ball  right  at  his  feet  near 
the  base  line,  but  the  greatest  ease  he 
half  volleyed  them  back,  twice  for  clean 
aces  which  left  the  San  Franciscan  be- 
wildered by  the  quickness  of  It  His 
backhand,  forehand,  low  and  high  vol- 
leying were  all  simply  perfect.  He 
stood  in  on  McLoughlin's  terrific  service 
and  either  returned  It  at  his  feet  as  he 
rushed  in  or  passed  him  clean  a  goodly 
number  of  times.  Always  he  had  the 
Callfornian  stretching,  and  making  his 
strokes  at  a  disadvantage.  His  service 
was  a  trifle  slower  than  It  was  last 
year,  but  even  so.  McLoughlln  failed  to 
do  much  with  It.  This  ground  stroking 
of  the  youngster  was  certainly  his  weak 
point,  but  had  he  been  given  more  of  a 
chance  to  hit  from  position  he  might 
have  improved.  As  it  was  Larned  forced 
him  back  and  forth,  never  giving  him  a 
"sitter,"  Many  criticised  the  Callfor- 
nian for  not  taking  the  net  oftener,  but 
few  realised  that  Larned  kept  him  back 
with  the  depth  and  speed  of  his  drives. 
Furthermore.  McLoughlln  almost  invar- 
iably went  in  on  service,  but  so  good 
was  the  champion  on  passing,  it  was  a 
discouraging  plan  to  tackle.  It  was  a 
plain  case  of  one  man  outplaying  the 
other  at  every  phase,  McLoughlin's  only 
supremacy  being  at  serving,  and  this 
being  more  than  made  up  for  by  Lar- 
ned's  great  superiority  in  returning  ser- 
vice. Although  McLoughlln  put  in  a 
much  harder  service  than  the  champion, 
he  lost  five  service  games,  while  learned 
only  dropped  one.  Larned  won  five  love 
games;  while  McLoughlln  took  two.

Ra- 
dium Itself  probably  exists  In  quantities 
far  too  small  to  he  of  any  practical  use 
like  it  the  other  so-called  elements  are 
as  a  source  of  energy,     but  gupposing 
that  like  It  the  other  so-called  elements 
are  changing,  though  very  slowly,  with 
evolution  of  energy,  and  supposing  that 
some     means   could     be   discovered    of 
making  the  change  proceed  at  a  useful 
rate.   then.,  he  pointed  out,  a  new   sup- 
ply of  energy  would  be  put  at  the  dis- 
posal   of    mankind    which    would    alter 
the  whole  future  of  the  race.     But  he 
made   it  clear  that  in   his     opinion  we 
have   no   warrant   whatever  for   relying 
on    so    remote   a   possibility— "it    would 
be  folly  to  consider  seriously  a  possible 
supply    of    energy    in    a    oonoeivable    ac-

Probably  the  most  pene- 
trating psychologist  would  find  It  Im- 
possible, unless  he  were  provided  with 
the  guiding  thread,  to  establish  a 
causal  nexus  between  an  Inordinate 
taste  for  asparagus  and  death  In  a  pad- 
ded cell;  but  it  was  undoubtedly  Cog- 
llati's  penchant  for  the  succulent  vege- 
table which  In  the  first  place  Induced 
him  to  steal  a  few  hesds  from  a  neigh- 
bor's plantation,  and  bis  anxiety  to  con- 
ceal this  comparatively  trifling  mis- 
demeanor caused  him  to  endure  untold 
suffering  which  eventually  upset  his 
mental  equilibrium  and  drove  reason 
from  her  throne  In  his  fear-tortured 
brain. 

The  theft,  which  was  ths  first  act 
In  this  p*.  he  tic  tragedv  was  commit- 
ted two  years  ago.  Cogliati.  an  Inhabi- 
tant of  Monte*r.no.  was  enjoying  a 
stroll  In  I  he  country,  v  lien  be  perceiv- 
ed a  fine  bed  of  aspsragus  belonging  to 
one  of  hie  fellow  cltlsens.  His  mouth 
began  to  water,  and  extracting  a  knife 
he  set  about  collecting  a  few  heads, 
on  which  he  p. c posed  making  an  en- 
joyable feast.  Suddenly  a  gun  was  fir- 
ed, and  the  gluttonous  thief  wss  struck 
In  the  right  shoulder  by  a  number  of 
pellets  from  a  sporting  cartridge.  With 
a  cry  of  terror  he  took  to  his  heels, 
but  had  barely  gone  half  a  doxen  eteps 
before  another  discharge  took  him  full 
In  the  back,  and  he  stumbled  to  the 
ground.  Struggling  to  bin  feet  again  he 
perceived  the  owner  of  the  asparagus 
bed  preparing  to  reload  bis  gun.  The 
wretched  man  made  a  supreme  effort 
to  escape  and  managed  to  reach  the 
house  of  a  friend  whom  he  swore  to 
secrecy.  He  was  unwilling  to  denounce 
the  person  who  wounded  him.  as  he  did 
not  want  his  attempted '  robbery  to  he- 
come  known.  For  the  eeme  reason  he 
would  not  consult  a  doctor,  who  would 
have  been  .  obliged  to  make  a  report 
of  the  matter  to  the  local  authorities. 
So  after  his  friend  had  done  his  beat 
for  blm  he  accompanied  Cogliati  to  his 
home  and  left  him  In  the  care  of  his 
wife. 

Cogliati  bore  bis  sufferings  In  silence 
for  four  or  five  montha  His  condition 
grew  worse  and  worse,  and  at  last  he 
was  taken  to  a  hospital  In  Milan,  still 
he  would  say  nothing,  about  the  cause 
of  his  serious  condition.      , 

His  sufferings  snd  the  separation  from 
his  family,  added  to  ths  constant  fear 
of  his  enemy,  the  proprietor  of  the  as- 
paragus, whom  he  supposed  to  be  lying 
in  wait -ready,  te.ahooj.-at  him  again, 
finally  turned  his  brain,  and  at  last  he 
was  sent  to  a  lunatic  asylum,  when 
his  condition  degenerated  from  melan- 
cholia Into  homicidal  mania,  until,  at 
last  death  put  a  merciful  end  to  his 
sufferings. 

Thle  occurred  last  month.  TJnttt  a 
few  days  ago  his  widow  jealously 
guarded  the  secret  of  her  unfortunate 
husband.  Then  she  went  te  the  authori- 
ties and  told  them  an  the  facta.  The 
matter  to  now  the  subject  of  a  judicial 
thouiry.

The  complete  returns  of  the  censu* 
for  New  Zealand  do  not  reveal  as  large 
an  increase  in  the  population  as  was 
looked  for.  They  show  the  total  popu- 
lation of  the  Dominion  to  be  1,007,811. 
an  Increase  of  119,233  over  the  total 
shown  In  the  census  of  1906,  the  per- 
centage of  increase  during  the  five 
years  being  13,41  as  compared  with 
14.89  during  the  previous  quinquen- 
nium. The  north  island  has  shown 
greater  progress.  Its  gain  being  87,100, 
as   against    32,082.  . 

For  many  years,  the  south  island  had 
a  large  prepopdercjiee  over  the  north, 
but  latterly,  the  scale  has  been  turned 
In  the  other  direction,  and  the  north 
island  has.  roughly  speaking.  120,000 
more  inhabitants  than  the  south.  As 
there  is  still  a  very  large  extent  of  good 
land  in  the  north  island  practically  un- 
occupied, while  most  of  the  available 
land  In  the  south  toland  has  been  col- 
onized, there  is  no  doubt  that  the  bal- 
ance of  population  will  continue  to  In- 
cline in  favor  of  the  former.  As  a  re- 
distribution of  representation  takes 
place  after  each  census,  it  follows  that 
the  north  will  grow  in  political  power. 
The  representation  commissioners  are 
about  to  enter  upon  their  work,  and  it 
Is  anticipated  that  on  the  present  occa- 
sion there  will  be  a  gain  of  two  mem- 
bers to  the  north  Island,  while  two 
electorates  will  be  taken  away  from 
the  south  island. 

Another  decidedly  disquieting  item  of 
news  from  the  Dominion  Is  that  of  the 
large  proportion  of  rejections  for  de- 
fective physique  of  the  would-be  re- 
cruits for  the  navy.  It  appears  that 
last  year,  out  of  145  applicants,  only  40 
were  reported  to  be  medically  fit.  Thja 
year,  out  of  41  applicants,  26  have  been 
rejected.  About  one  third  of  the  re- 
jections are  due  to  insufficient  chest 
measurement,  more  than  26  per  cent, 
to  bad  teeth,  a  proportion  to  scoliosis, 
or  curvature  of  the  spine,  and  the  rest 
to  various  defects.  The  surgeons  laid 
particular  stress  on  the  number  of 
young  men  with  bad  teeth.

Council  in  Agreement  with  the 
Mayor  in  Selection  of  Loca- 
tion for  Proposed  Civic 
Buildings 


The  suggestion  of  the  Architects'  as- 
sociation of  Victoria  that  the  civic  cen- 
tre be  located  on  the  site  of  Christ 
Church  cathedral  will  not  be  entertain* 
ed  by  th«  city  council.  Instead  a  com- 
mittee of  the  city  council  and  member* 
of  the  association  will  be  appointed  to 
decide  upon  a  site  upon  Pandora  ave- 
nue and  report  back  to  tit*  council.  The 
result  of  the  efforts  of  this  committee 
will  be  a  bylaw  which  will  be  submit- 
ted to  the  ratepayers  at  an  early  data 
To  the  extent  that  a  Pandora  avenue 
site  Is  chosen  Hie  Worship.  Mayor 
•orley,  has  won  out  in  the  campaign 
for  a  civic  centre  on  Pandora  avenue. 
Ilia  Worship  has  bean  a  -keen  advocate 
of  a  site  upon  that  thoroughfare,  hie 
desire  being  for  a  elte  between  Vancou- 
ver and  Cook  streets,  on  the  north  eld*. 
The  architects'  association  suggested 
the  purchase  of  the  half  blocks  on 
both  sides  of  the  wide  area  on  which 
would  be  located  part  of  the  eivle 
buildings,  the  main  building  to  be 
erected  in.  the  centre  of  the  street  to 
buildings  to  be  connected  By  an  arcade. 

The  plan  of  the  mayor  Includes  tht 
expropriation  of  the  entire  block  en 
which  would  be  erected  the  civic  build- 
ings and  th*  widening  of  Pandora  ave- 
nue front. the  wide  portion  through  to 
Douglas  street.  His  Idea  waa  to  locate 
the  fire  hall  and  police  headquarters 
there  with  possible  accommodation  In 
a  central  location  for  necessary  appar- 
atus. The  fire  chief  le  averse  to  thla 
Idea,  claiming  that  the  fire  headquar-

Messrs.  w.  Rldgway '  Wilson.  H.  8. 
'Griffiths  and  J.  C.  M.  Keith,  represent- 
ing the  Architects'  association,  attend- 
ed last  evenings  meeting  of  the  coun- 
cil. The  cathedral  site  ae  recommend- 
ed In  the  architects'  report,  was  consid- 
ered at  length  but  the  consensus  of 
opinion  of  the  council  waa  that  the 
site  waa  not  central  enough  though  it 
waa  admitted  that  from  the  standpoint 
of  aspect  It  waa  a  desirable  location.

In  the  public  demand  for  gas-cookers 
and  gas-fires.  Whereas  in  l!*0U,  within 
the  London  postal  diat-l:*.  there  were 
3,879.439  consumers  of  gas,  and  837,253 
cooking  .ltoves  in  use,  there  were  last 
year  6,601,273  consumers  and  2.747,671 
cooking  stoves.  According  to  figures 
provided  by  an  official  of  the  Gas  Light 
and  Coke  Company,  (Limited)  (who 
aupply  about  three-fourths  of  London), 
thla  company  have  now  in  uoe  upon  their 
aervlcea  145,000  gas  Area  and  6,000  hot 
water  generators.  "An  interesting  point 
to  note"  said  thla  official,  "la  that  over 
2.100  of  the  gas-fires  just  mentioned 
have  been  Installed  within  the  past  two 
years  in  the  living  rooma  of  medical 
men.

The  question  ef  economy  In  direct  com- 
parison with  coal  Is  a  mixed  one.  Coal 
gaa  used  Intermittently  In  the  household 
has  undoubted  advantages,  but  when 
used  continuously  is  somewhat  more 
expensive.  If  comfort  Is  taken  Into 
consideration,  then  coal-gas  undoubtedly 
■coresC  The  average  price  of  coal-gas 
throughout  the  United  Kingdom  stands 
at  about  2:  10%d.  per  looort. 

Whereas  electricity  stands  aupreme  aa 
an  iUumlnant.  it  cannot  compete  with 
gaa  tn  domestic  life  as  an  economical 
beat  producer.  Electrical  energy  at  1  ftd. 
per  unit  le  stated  to  prove  seven  times 
a*  costly  In  th*  end  aa  gaa  at  ts.  per 
thousand.  As  a  general  substitute  for 
coal,  electricity  must  be  passed  by  for 
the  preaent 

Oil  haa  a  great  immediate  future  in 
le**  pppuloua  districts,  if  th*  public  can 
be  given  greater  confidence  in  its. 
sources.  The  control  by  trust  and  con- 
stant fluctuation  In  prices  has  made 
many  timorous  of  its  use.  There  Is  a 
rapidly  growing  demand  for  oil  fuel  for 
maritime  purposes.  As  a  substitute  for 
coal  In  the  navy  it  haa  immediate  use, 
while  recent  developments  oh  the  Clyde 
Indicate  a  development  of  the  oil-fed 
Internal  combustion  engine  for  general 
maritime  work.  The  Admiralty  will,  of 
canrse.  make  every  endeavor  to  secure 
independence  of  the  preaent  supplies  of 
Russia  and  the  United  States,  and  a 
serious  development  of  the  resource*  of 
the  Overseas  Dominions  may  be  expect- 
ed to  follow.  As  It  le  these  countries 
cannot  show  a  very  striking  record  for 
their  oilfields.  The  province  of  Ontario. 
Canada'*  principle  source  of  oil,  produced 
868,987  barrels  In  1811.  In  1907  It  pro- 
duced 788.872  barrels,  but  last  year  the 
output  drdpped  to  114,410  barrels.  Aa 
some  63.804,053  gallon*  Of  crude  oil 
were  Imported  into  Canada  last  year, 
the  Dominion  wilt  have  materially  to  in- 
crease its  output  before  It  can  indepen- 
dently help  the  Mother  Country.

NEW  YORK,  Sept.  22 — Wild  trading 
in  United  States  steel  again  threw  the 
market  into  confusion  today.  Liquida- 
tion waft  OH  an  even  larger  eoaie  than 
yesterday.'  The  railway  shares  no  Ion- 
ger  stayed  the  market,  but  broke  with 
the  Industrials. 

Another  selling  movement  was  started 
In  the  afternoon,  but  It  was  of  much 
smaller  proportion.  The  copper  shares 
were  attacked  with  especial  severity, 
and  lost  heavily,  American  Smelting  de- 
clining nearly  &  points.  The  depression 
was  only  temporary,  however.  >  Steel 
subquently  sold  off.  closing  at  56,  a  net 
loss  of  2)4. 

The  dsy's  total  for  all  stocks  is$7,394,- 
000,  the  largest  of  the  year.  In  general 
the  selling  was  ascribed  to  liquidation 
by  Investors  who  believed  the  Steel  cor- 
peration  would  be  forced  to  dissolve, 
either  as  the  result  of  a  suit  instituted 
by  the  department  of  Justice  or  action 
Instituted  by  the  corporation  itself  to 
ward   off  a   suit. 

Trading  In  bonds  wan  on  an  average 
scale,  but  that  market  was  not  greatly 
disturbed.  Bonds  were  generally  heavy.

Bopt  22.— Through 
the  action  of  the  Laurlor  adminis- 
tration the  provincial  government  nrttl 
not  bo  able  to  restock  tho  game  pro- 
serves  of-  British  Columbia  this  year 
with    English  red   deer. 

For  some  time  the  provincial  au- 
thorities had  been  negotiating  with 
English  gentlemen  who  owned  door 
preserves  for  the  purchase  of  nucleus 
herds  and  their  shipment  to  British 
Columbia.  The  deer  worn  all  ready 
tor  shipment .  In  special  crated  boxes 
on  the  wharves  at  Liverpool  whoa  tho 
Dominion  government  issued  an  order 
placing  embargo  on  the  animals 
forbidlng  their  shipment  to 

The  excuse  offered  was  that  tho 
doer  wore  ruminating  •  animals  and 
could  not  bo  shipped  to  Canada  oa  ac- 
count of  the  fact  that  thorp  was  aa 
outbreak,  of  foot,  and  mouth  disease 
am  one  English  sheep. 

The  Hoa.  W.  J.  Bowser  was  tele- 
graphed to  immediately  upon  his  ar- 
rival from  the  old  country  gnd  took 
the  matter  up  with  the  then  powers 
at  Ottawa.  Tho  attorney-general 
showed  tho  government  the  groat  ad- 
vantages to  the  province  of  having 
ths  doer  Imported  Immediately  before 
tho  rutting  season  commenced,  but  the 
federal  authorities  wore  dost  to  all 
arguments  and  insisted  that  tho  ani- 
mals could  not  bo  shipped  to  British  , 
Columbia.
